Mr. BupruM, President of tho Society) made ft few remarkft) 
in which ho stated tho plans and objects of the Society. 

Delc^ies from auxtKary societies having been rc^juested to 
present their credentials, Mr. David T. KiMSAVtr^ of the An* 
dovcr ThetogicftI Scmlnaryt produced a certtficato of his being 
ft detepte (torn the Anduver Auxilisiy Antl*S{avery Societyi 
(vhicb was read by tho Pmtdent. 

Mr. GAamsosf, tho Corresponding Secrotary, then read tho 
Annual Report of tho Managers. This |>aper explained at some 
length tho objects of the Society, and vindicated Its principles 
from tho unjust reproaches which have been often heaped upon 
them. It strenuously supported immediate abolition, by sltow- 
ing the true oaiuro of the measure, and Us safety and necessity. 
After exposing the principles of the Colontxatton Society, and * 
adverting to some other topics, tho Report set fortlt tho meas* 
ures which tho Society had adopted, and the grattfymg success 
which had so far attended its exertions. 

Mr. RoaeftT B. Hxth tj«cn moved the acceptancff of tho 
Report, and supported his motion in a short address, b which 
ho congratulated the - Society u|M}n the encouraging prospects 
before them. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Oi«ivett Jomnsok, and 
passed. 
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Samucx, E. SewAtL, Esq» then proposed the foHowing re- 
sotuttoi} :

^ Mr, Sotvall spokt for a few minuies in support of his rcsolii- 
tion. He adverietl lo the historj^ of iho Dismci of CoUmtbia, 
the cession of its two parts to the United States by Marj lanii 
ami Virginia, for a scat of govcnmicni, by means of which it 
became subject to the cxcltM»ive legislation of Congress. Ho 
nHutlctt to the wrcichc4 system of slave laws which prevailed in 
llie District, sljowcd how negligent Congress |jad been of iho 
rights of slaves and other persons of color there ; and stated 
tliai this Tisfrici liad become one of the greatest slave markets 
in the countr)*— that slaves were brought into tt from the neigh- 
boring States, chained in droves, then conHncd in the public or 
private jails, and finally shipped to the Southern ports. He 
pointed out some of the cruel injuries to whtclt free |icoplo of 
color were subjected, by being kidnapped and sold for slaves, • 
in consctjucnce of the toleration of the slave trade in the Dis« 
trict and concluded by exhorting the audience to exert them- 
selvog to put an end to i!ic atrocious system, tolerated by the 
American nation at the seat of its govcrntnent. 

The Eev. E. M. P« Wr.ti.s seconded the motion, and sup- 
ported it by appropriate remarks. He mentioned the general 
ignorance which prevailed in this conmuiniiv of the siaie of 
things which existed in the District of Columbia. Many people, 
he said, among us were not aware that slaver)* and the slave trade 
were Uuts directly countenanced and sup|)ortcd by the Ameri- 
can government and people. He aftenvards spoke of the crim- 
inality <^ slaver)', and laid down the following propositions : — 
1. Slaver)' is inconsiAtcni with Christianity. — 2. It is inconsist. 
cm with humanity. — 3. It is inconsistent with the principles of 
a rcpubltt^an government : each of which propositions he sus- 
tained by arguments. 

Davi^ L. CtitLD, Esq. next addressed the njcoting, in sup- 
port of the resolution. He bore testimony to the inuh of the 
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statements of ilm mover of the rcsoluiton. He ilicn pouued out 
hott' completely the slave in this country h unprotected by law 
from injury antf oppression, lie related some atrocious acts in 
iliu^^lration of his po,">iti«n. 
The resolution was then passetl unanitnously. 
W. J, Ss:r.i.if.iNC, Esq. ihcn spoke for a few minutes, and 
related an anecdote which illustrated vrry strikingly the remark 
of the last speaker, that slaves in this country "-vcrc not in any 
degree protected by the law- 
After a collection had been taken for the benefit of the funds 
of the Society, the meeting adjourned, to meet again on Wed- 
nesday evening, Jan. SGrh. 



Januatiy 16. The Society met, p;irstiani to the adjourn, 
ment. The spacious hall was crowded with a liighly rcipectablc 
asscniblage, among which were a large nun^ber of ntemhcrs of 
the Legislature, from various parts of the Commonwealth. The 
meeting was opened with prayer, by the Rev. Tyler Thachcr. 
Extracts of Leitcrs from Hcv. Samuel J. May, of Brooklyn, 
Conn., Gen. Sanniel Fe5<c«dcn, of Fortlanst, Me., Arthur 
Tappan, Esq. of New-York, and Mr. Theodore D. Weld, of 
Hartford, Conn., were then read, commending tlm principles 
and object.'} of the Society. 

Bavid L. Ciiir.D, Esq. then proposed the following resolu- 
tion :

Mr. Child spoke at some length in support of this resolution. 
He showed how much tnorc favoraldc ihu Civil Law was to 
staves than the laws of the Sotuhern States ; and stated that in 
the French, Spanish, and Portuguese colonies, the slave codes 
being based on the Civil Law, the slaves were far more protect- 
ed in their rights than tlwy are in our Slave States or the Brit- 
ish West Indies. Ho then pointed out the improvements which 
had been made in the slave laws of the British Islands, especial- 
ly in the Crown Colonies within a few years, which rendered 
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xh^ lopi cofl(Hiiiou of \lw slam m the British Colonies far Sttpe* 
riof K> what it is m the Siavc Stales. Mr. ChiltJ intfodiiced a 
gmt variety of lopics into his «{K*ectt, an4 cnforccdi his argiu 
mtJnis hy numeroiB illttsjfmitins. 

Tl» rc^ohjtion passed withoiiii opposition. 

The Ecv, Mr, Hussni.i., of Waicrtowu, offered Ujo follow- 
ing resolution :

Mr. Russell spoke for a few min«te,t in fuppori of his rcsohi- 
tion. He c!ei««>nsira{c<l ttuit the cHbrts of Ujc Coloniswtliort St>- 
ctciy could ticvcr tlitnisu'r.h sinvcry ; ihat while the Soctcly had 
removed^ less llian UOUO perjioiut from iho country, the slaves 
here had iiicrca^sed more than riOO,000 j and showed iliat the 
true eftccl of the Society was to pefpctuatc slaver)', by remov- 
ing from the countt^* a portio » of the free coloicd people who it 
was supposed might sympatix.^ with the slaves, and ntiglu assist 
ihein in recovering freedom. 

The resohttion was adopted. 

Amas.\ Wai.kkr, Estj. propo5cd the following resolution :

Mr. Walker then athire^^ud ihe meettnsi. lie ndvcricd to the 
unfavorable circun^stancci uiulcr which the SoctiJty had commen- 
ced it operations. Public scutimcul was aiiainsl it. Yet this, 
he said^ did tiot prove tlmi it^ priiicipie? or objects were wrong, 
for public sentiment is sonic»imc,s Uiistakcn. He esaunncd the 
principles of the Society, atnl showed that iht?y were consistent 
with religion, philanthropy, and pairioit.snt. Ho compared these 
principles with those of the Colctit/atinn Society, and demon- 
straied the criminality of the latter. The ono Society wishes 
to banish the people of color, the other sei-lcs to intprovc them 
here ; the one declares that slaves arc rii^luftd properly, the 
other that they arc men, and have all the rights of men. He 



conclutlcd nearly as follows*. Every circunjsiancc but o«o, is in 
favor of the Colonisation Socicjy, ainl as^aiusi ihc Ami-Slavery 
Soficiy. The fonucr is siipportcd Uy w ti»rn)»«aWc array of 
great nameji, of Jutlgcs, governor*;, mtnnlicr^ of Congress, au4 of 
course flourishes ii* wealth under the ^mWm of puhlic- oinnion. * 
Tho lauisr \m nothing to support it, but truth &m\ Jtatice. Yet 
these are worth all tho rest, and must uUimatciy crown the la- 
bors of the Society with glorious success. 
The resolution was atloplctl.

Tub Board of Managers of ihe New-EngUn4 Ahti^Skveiy 
Society, in prescniing to il«s public their First. Annual Report, 
deen% it pro{>cr lo inftke a full developcmont of the motivos 
which led lo the formation of ihc Society — il)c priDctplcs which 
govern its actions-- and iho purposes winch it aims to accom* 
plish. !t is right tlitt the people of this country^ and espeeially 
of N«itT- England, to whose countenance and patronage the So-, 
ciciy itjtvre directly appeals — sitould understand, fairly and plain- 
ly, these motives, and principles, and puqjosej. Self-defenco 
a^inst tiie misrepresentations and assaults of ignorance, preju- 
dice, and malice — the f^uccess of tlie cause of iruili and justice—- 
Imperiously require such an exposition at tlieir hands. 

The Managers, while they feel cheered in tiew of what Ims 
been accoroprtshcd duritig the past year, cannot withhold the 
expression of ilieir regret li'uii there is, in this wide community, 
such a general aversion to a close, candid and sealous soresii- 
gation of a subject, which involves the temporal and everlasting 
welfare of millions of the hvmian family, and ilte permanency of 
the institutions of this country. The ignorance which prcvatb 
among all cbsscs respecting the nature, extent and wtihenng 
tendency of slavery, as it exists in the southern slates, is as sur- 
prising as it is deplorable. Many persons, of good informaiioa 
on oilMsr subjects, cannot even guess the number of ilie jilaire 
jwpulation ; otitcrs arc Itardly able to designate between the free 
and slave states ; others seem not aware of the fact, thit, in 
various portions of territory, slavery is maintained by the peo- 
2 
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p!e aisd govetumeni of the Untied States ; ethm know so Wnle 
of the pbQr^kal suSferings and splritttal deprivations of ilie slaveS) 
as to receive with incredulity^ if not positive unbelief, the most 
well<autbenitcaied facts ; others possess merely a general statis- 
lical knowledge, but luivc never traced ilie pcmiciotis eficcts of 
slavery upon the prosperiiy and happiness of slave states, or im- 
sgtned thai it is, and mt,isi inevitably be, the source of nation- 
al division. 

Hence, to ihis general ignorance may be attributed ilm suc- 
cess of the cobni^tion scheme, which, having been received 
upon trtt^i, is still viewed by niany benevolent individuals as 
providing a remedy for slavery. Hence, too, the facility with 
which false and wicked accttsaiions against the cau^e of abolition, 
and its advocates, have been circulal^d ihroughoui the country ; 
and hence the necessity of the present defence. 

Tkt fmtwts tf/iic/t aelUfUcd Uit fmintkn of fAc J^*ctf England 
Jtntl-Sicecery Sktcitty mn mt tfmr- of tio$tiUty to the interests or 
pemm of $l(Kt*otm€rs, From the statements and complaints 
of the planters iliemselves — front the visible curse which rested 
upon the slave*tillcd soil— from iho nautrtil unproductiveness of 
slave labor, die slaves being robbed of all motives for long^con- 
ttnued, well-directed exertions — from the debasing and barbar« 
ous; tendency of the systent — from the fears of insurrection, 
which always harass the repose and embitter the cup of op- 
pressors — from the solemn hts^jons which all history teaches, 
that tyranny cannot always be exercised wiUt iinpunity — and 
from the many revolts, which, since the introduction of slaves 
into this country, had taken place, growing more and more for- 
midable, and ending with terrible ma:»sacre at Southampton, in 
Virginia — they were convinced thai the abolition of slavery was 
the only mode of prescr\'ing the lives and increasing the wealth 
of their southern feliow-ciiisiens. They saw that custom and 
education, as well as a mistaken policy, had blinded the eyes of 
the planters to their best inietcsis ; and while they felt and ex- 
pressed, as christians and philanthropists, the strongest moral 
indignation, in view of the conduct of the transgressors, they 
likewise cherished the utntosi bencvolcnco of feeling towards 
them. To deduct aughi from the sum of their happiness, in 
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order to incmse that of tlieir viciims— or to depress tbem in 
proportion to the elevation of the $Uves>~>\m not the design of 
lite founders of the Anii*Sbvery Society. It was because their 
good-w'U and phttanihropy were as broad as the earth, embra- 
cing all men as members of one faintly, and eslln^ating the hap- 
p'mess and worth of all by the same standard, tliai they were 
impelled, in deBance of persecution and rcprc^ch, to put forth 
ovcjy exertion for the overilirow of slavery. 

JVirr teere tii&ir imthts thou of a Kctiaml ckam^et* They 
associated together to maintain, not to d^troy the Union, by 
endeavoring to rcmi^vc liie cause of divbioii. Tljey believed, 
inasmuch as it is impracticable satisfactorily to legislate for a 
portion of the people as mer^ , and anotlier portion as cattle, that 
there couM be no end to collisions, until the root of bta«»cs5 
was taken away ; and iltai nearly all the troubles and excite* 
mcnis in the land sprang from slavcr)% There were no di^Bcul- 
lies or heart-burnings between the free States : they did not 
tlu-caien each other, or talk of a separation one from another. 
The longer slavery \m loleratcd, the more probable, in thcif 
conviction, was a dismemberment of the Union. To seek its 
utter annihilation, then, became them as wise men, as patriots, 
as christians, as lovers of their country. They were not so 
thoughtless, or vain, as to supi>ose titai lite formation of an ami- 
slavery society, such as they contemplated, would excite no 
opposition ; or tliat they could go into a free discussion of the 
question of slavery, without subjecting Uiemsclvcs to g;rcat re- 
proach as disorgani^crs, madmen, and fanatics. All the sngry 
ebullitions which their exertions have elicited, lioth at the nordt 
and the south, they were prepared to meet. They liad no al« 
tcmaiivc but to act the pan of the Invite, and steel their hearts 
and close their cars to the cries of two millions of their fellow* 
creatures, or, like the g:ootl Samaritan, to compasssionate the 
bleeding victims, and seek ^thoir deliverance. However high 
the tempest of passion mlshi rise, on the avowal of their senti- 
ments and designs, they were consoled to believe tliai it would 
serve to purify a foul atmosphere which was generating moral 
death. However unkindly tlieir cspostulaiions, warnings, re- 
bukes and elTorts might at first be received by the possessors of 
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slav^, tb«y could not doubt their c£5cacy to produce, ultlmtie- 
fyf a tadteal reform* However crucHy ilwj slaves miglii be 
iresied by iho excited masters, in corwequcace of their bcnevo- 
letot iiiier|Hisi!ion, they knew ihatjltat a^;ravaicd cruelty would 
only serse to make slavery more odious in tJie sight of Uto peo- 
ple, and hasten its downfall* The expostulation of Moses with 
Pharaoh only hardened the heart of the tyrant, aud induced him 
to increase tlw burdens of ilio Israelites ; for he * commanded the 
$mm the taskmasters of the people, and their officers, say- 
ing, Ye slmll no more give the people straw to make brick as 
heretofore : let them- go and gather straw for themselves.'* 
Sttcfe tt result was peculiarly distressing to Moses : even hts af- 
flicted bteUircn upbraided him sfmrply for his interference. 
^ And lliey met Moses and Aaron, who i?tood in the way, as they 
came forth from Pliaraoh : and they said unto them, Tl»c Lord 
look upon you and judge ; because ye hav.! made our savour to 
be abhorred in the eyes of his servants, to put a sword in their 
band to slay us.'f History is full of instruction on this jwini : 
there m scarcely an instance on record where the exertions of 
reformers to break the fcti«rs of »yrent»y were not immediately 
succeeded by new and grievous disabiliiies, imposed by the an- 
gry oppressor upon their vassals. The guilty Jews were cut to 
the bean by tlie faithful preaching of Stephen : * they cried out 
with a loud voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon him 
with one accord, and cast him out of the city, and stoned him.'| 
All such outrages, however, promote the cause of irutlt, and de- 
feat the object for which tlicy were perpetrated. 

Let abolitionists derive consolation and hope from ilicsc re- 
flections. Lei ilicm meekly bear the taunts and reproaches of 
hall-way reformers and temporising gradualists, who accuse them 
of provoking slaveholders to treat their slaves more rigorously 
than ever. The sin lies not at their doors. Upon the per- 
petrators of these fresh grievances must punishment be execu- 
ted by Heaven. Abolitionists deeply regret to perceive no dis- 
position, on the pan of the slaveholding States, to* cease from 

their oppression. Within the last two years, the Legislatures

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of ^fat7Iandl, Virgtnm, South Carolina, Louisiana, Alabama 
and Te««cs5eo, have passed laws respecting iho free colored 
and slave popuiaiion of those Slates, witich are in the highest 
degree airociotis.* The spirit of porsccuiitjn is abroad, with 
unexampled malignity ; but its violence will prove tts dc* 
siruction. 

The Kcw-England Anti-Slavery Society tolerates no com- 
promise of principle. Its demands upon the holders of slave* 
are as imperative as those of the hook inspiration — * lo loose the 
bands of nickedoess, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let the 
oppressed go free.* To all the jmlliatives and excuses which 
they and their apologists present fot- their oppjcsstvu conduct^, 
it replies in the bngungc of Jehovah — * Thou slrnlt not steal 
* Thou shall not covet thy neighbor's house, thou slwU not covet 
thy neighbor's wife, nor his inan*scrvant, nor his maid-servant, 
;wr his ox, nor his ass, nor at»y thing that is thy neighbor's * — 
' Behold th<s hire of the laborers, which have reaped down your 
fields, which is of you kepi liack by fraud, cricih ; and the cries 
of them which have reaped are entered into the ears of the Lord 
of Sabaoth.' U regards with dtsmny and horror the doctnnc 
which is becoming popular in this land, especially in regard to 
slavery, tliai * the end sanctifies the means ' — that expediency is 
duty, but duty is not expediency — that the g»iili of oppression 
belongs to past generations, and repentance to iKJsicrity — timt 
the circumstances of the times, the laws of the States, the pre- 
ser\*aiton of life and property, justify robbery and oppression, 
and a violation of all the commandments—and that immediate 
and universal obedience to the requirements of the gos|)cl, on 
the part of the transgressors, wWl produce worse results than 
continuance in sin, or a gradual reformation. 

The purposes of the New-England Anit-Slavcry Society, as 
declared in the second article of its Constitution, arc to cndtsa- 
vor, by all means sanctioned by law, humanity and religion, to 
cflTcci the abolition <.f slavery, to improve the character and condi- 
tioti of iIjo free pcc ple of color, inform and correct public opin- 
ion in relation to thtir situation and rights, and obtain for them 
equal civil and political rights and privileges with the whiles. 
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I. The magnitude, benevolence and rmporttace of these objects 
tmy bo more readily perceived by a fee iilustratiotis. 

Since the Dectenition of Independence 's^as put forth, nearly 
two miiltons of slaves Ijtve perislicd in this country, who were 
driven «U their days yndcr the lash of cRllous-heartcd overseers; 
uliose bodies were liable to mutilation from tJic brand and the 
whip — half supplied with ilie same coarse, unpalatable food — 
iialf clad in summer and in winter ; but above all, whose mintls 
were watchfully kept fit)m all knowcdge of their right*, of their 
relations to society and to God, of their destiny beyond the 
grave — heathens in ft christian land, forbidden under horrid peti- 
alfies to peruse the sacred Scriptures, or learn the alphabet of 
their language ! 

Would 10 Heaven that this embodied our wickedness ! that 
our avarice and cruelty had been glutted in the destruction of 
this great multitude of hapless, inofiensivc beings I But we sre 
preying, at this hour, upon a larger number than those already 
slain. And yet this is called tlie hnd of freedom, of republican, 
ism, of Christianity ! Every year, one hundred tijousand in- 
fanis—a large proportion tl» ofispring of pollution and shame — 
are bom, and doomed to the horrors of bondage— kidnapped 
from the hour of tltetr birih by patriots and christians ! 

The Ncw-Eoghind Anti-Sbvcry Society maintains tluii the 
slaves ought instantly to be emancipated from their feitci^. It 
acknowledges no claims upon their persons by their masters. 
It regards the holders of slaves as guilty ^f a heinous sin. It 
reprobates the language of those who say, * we hold their slaves, 
as we hold their other property, 8Acnr,D.* It says to every in- 
dividual—* Let the principle be clearly and firmly established in 
your mind that there is, and can be, no such thing as properly 
in mm, and you cannot, as a patriot, a philanthropist, or a dis- 
ciple of Chrisi, oppose the immediate liberaiion of the slaves— 
you caimot but demand that liberation— you catuiot be satisfied 
wiU> any thing short of an inuncdiatc liberation.* It is not for 
men of cljristian integrity to calculate how far it is exi«jdieni to 
do wrong. The slaves arc cither jusdy or unjustly held in 
bondage. If justly, let the traffic in their bodies be pursued 
with fresh activity, and all those laws be repealed which now 
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inako the foreign slare trade piracy. If unjustly* ilierc is no al- 
lemattvc but lo disobey God, or lo let lljem immediately go free. 

* But tmild it be safe to comply strictly with the requisitions 
of JustirtCj now ?* If they were not made to be obeyed, for 
what purjwsc were il»ey made ? Is it safe for a band of robbers 
to cease from ilieir robberies, at chjc« 7 h it safe for the fraud' 
ulent to be honest, at enee ? h it safe to abandon the practice of 
trading in the bodies and souls of men, el ence ? h k safe to 
obey the Most High, by breaking every yoke, a»»d letting the 
oppressed go free, at onct If Strange quesiioiw from the moutlis 
of a clirtstian people ! 

A very singttlar kind of logic prevails at the present day. * i 
concede/ says one, * that slavery in the abtttact is very" wick* 
ed J but 2 am opposed to itnmcdiate abolition*' Slavery in the 
abstract 9 what docs the objector mean ? Mi^mit slavery ntv* 
cr did» and never can exist. He means, pcrliaps— his langttage 
implies notlung clsc~-thai li is most atrocious to think of en- 
slaving human beings ; but, in fact, to buy, or sell, or hold them 
in fetters, is by no means sinful t—that is to say, if a man should 
merely maiitale the destruciion of xho hotts&s of his fellow citi- 
zens by fire, without any doubt he ought to be hung ; but if he 
should actually set ihent on fire, and run from street to street 
with the burning brand in his ijand, to destroy otlicrs, why then 
he would not be guilty. It would only be necessary for htm to 
cry aloud to the firemen-—* I am as much opposed to arson, in 
the ^strad^ as you arc ; but, see ! the houses arc on ftre I 
My abstract theory Irns assumed a practical shape, and therefore 
! am exonerated from blame. I am opposed to an immediate 
extinguishment of the fire ! Put it out very gradually — a few 
drops of water may now be thrown upon it~~some buckets full 
nest week— and at some future time, I cannot tell tvhcn, you 
may give your engines full play !' 

They who arc cry ing, * Peace ! Peace V at this momentous 
crisis—who are denouncing the active friends of bleeding hu- 
manity — who urge a far-off* emancipation of the slaves — who 
would stifie all inquiries into the abominations of slavery — who 
deny the rights of the slaves to immediate freedom— -who at- 
tempt to palliate the guilt and cover up the crimes of the plant- 
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— who pursue ha1f«^ray measures of reform— are ihe real 
authors of nuschicf, ilic real e«croies of iheir country, ahlwtigh 
liiey mean no harm* TItctr moral inston is tmperfcci— they 
havo noi ttartfuHy and candidly examined the subject. They 
seem to have forgotten that, in tht$ case, as in alt others, strict 
obedience to the \m of Ood is the only ground of safety : they 
overlook the nature of mind and the constitution of man. Even 
on the detestable ground of expediency, of carnal policy, whai 
facts can tliey shoo? to warrant a prolongation of oppression ? 
The law of God may be thrown aside, and the controversy 
staked on this single point It can he shown tijai, in all ages 
and climes, oppression \m r«5sultcd in carnage and death ; but 
the dyhidcd advocates of gradual cmancipaiion aro challenged 
to produce any instances in which immediate emancipation from 
|)crsonal thraldom has bcun disastrous or unwise. 

Tim cause of slave insurrections at the sotith Is the loss of 
liberty. U the must be rcatovcd, can the tpet follow ? The 
sluvcst fight to obtain their personal frcedou.. l( they were lih- 
crated, it is pretended, they would destroy their masters i— in 
other words, tluj>- fight ro achieve ihcir liberty, and when it is 
given 10 them, thoy fight because they receive it ! This is sin- 
gular logic. They arc so attaclicd to their drivers, it would 
j;ec,i}— .so pleased with being bought and sold — ^so contented 
with their peck of com per wcck—so fond of having their wives 
polluted* aud their children driven away to be sold—so hostilo 
to inde|)endcncc— so undcsirous of knowledge— that if ihcy wcr^ 
sei free, ihcy would be so m$ry m being employed as hired 
laborers, in possessing ihctr own wives and children, in losing 
their fetters, in being placed beyond the reach of slave specula- 
tors, in being proiccted in their persons $>nd earnings, in having 
an opportunity to get religious ami secular instruction, tliat they 
would cut tne throats of their former masters, bum their dwel- 
lings, and desolate the land ! 

The Bo«rd of Managers are satisfied that the doctrine of im- 
mediate abolition is opposed by many, Jtot because they really 
mean to jusiily crime, but simply through ignorance or a misap- 
prehension.of its nature. !i is associated in their minds with 
something undefinable, yet dreadful— they sec, in imagination, 
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etti^ and villages in fiamesi and blood flowing in io?re»ts, and 
hear ihs roll of drums, the shorn of blood*thirsty saf ages, and 
tlio simeksi of the dying — and thus^ biingtitg upon f li^mselvos' a 
strong delusion, they naturatlf sUind agbast at tbe proposition. 
All- this ruffling of "mind is Indeed ridiculous ; but as it ongin> 
ates unwittingly in error. It merits a cliarttable aHo^ranee rather 
t\im satire. 

fVh&ii thm, ii m$ant by imiMiiale abeUHm 9 

It means, in the 6rst place, tlrnt all title of property In tbe 
slaves sltall Instantly cease, because tlielr Creator has never re> 
lintjuisbed bis claim of ownership, and because none have a 
right to sell their own bodtet or buy iltoso of their ©wo species 
as cattle. Is tliero any thing terrific in this arrangement } 

It means* secondly, itiai every husband sliall lm& his ovm 
wife, and every wife her own husband, both being united Inr 
wedlock according to its proper forms, and placed un^er the 
protection of- law ? Is this unreasonsible f 

U means, thirdly, liwt parents slwli have ths control and gov* 
<:mment of their own children, and that the children sitall belong 
to their parents. Wliat is there sanguinary m this ccncmion f 

it means, fourthly, that all trade in human beings shall be re> 
garded as felony, and entitled to tbe highest puntslmtent. Can 
this bo productive of evil ? 

It means, fifthly, that the tremendous power which is now 
vested in every slaveholder to punish hts slaves without trta!, 
and to a savs|^ extent, shall be at once taken aw^y. Is this 
undesirable 

it means, sixthly, that ail those laws which now prohibit the 
instruction of the slaves, shall instantly be repealed, and others 
enacted, providing schools and instruction for their iolellectual 
illumination. Would this prove s calamity ^ 

It means, seventhly, that the planters shall employ their staves 
as free kborers, and pay them just wages. Wcmld this recom- 
pense infuriate titcm ? 

It means, eighthly, that the shives, instead of being forced lo 
labor for the exclusive benefit of otitets by cruel drivers, and 
the application of the lash upon their bodies, shall be enco«r» 
aged to toil for the mutual profit of themselves and their employ* 
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ersi by iho iufirfion of new mottvos into their hoam,^wing out 
of tboir vecognitlon and reward as men. h this diaboUcar? 

It nv^kiSi finally, that right shall take the supremacy over 
wrong, principle over brvite force, humaniiy over crttf*''} , hon- 
esty over theHi, purity over lust, honor over baseness, love over 
hatred, and religion over heathenism. Is this wrong ? 

TAit M our mtanhig of Imnmlitttt MoUtion. 

Wlicrt} is the individual in New*England, who is base enough 
to avow that, on these terms, he is hostile to the liberation of 
the slaves ? wlid dare^t to say, in a public and responsible man- 
ner,— >* I am still forgiving lo the planters unlimited dominion 
over their slaves, that they may. treat them like cattle, deprive 
them of instruction, mangle, sians^ and pollute their bodies, rob 
tbeni of their caniings, and huy and sell ihcinonspecu}«iion,ns 
they do at present 0 ! surely there is not that wretch in 
New-England— -if there be, ho is a monster, re:^ining noihing 
of man but the shape. Where is the ituHvidtml ani.'mtcd witlt 
a soul, having parents, or rclaiions, or children, or friends, who 
will not exclaim, * I am for ilio mscue of two millions of en- 
slaved countrymen ! To lalk of the danger or iiijitsiice of giv. 
iog them the proicction of wise and cfpiitable laws, and reliev- 
ing them of their heavy burdeoSj i,^ an instill to my understand* 
ing. I contend for the sacrcdncss of the marriage relations, 
which are now violated by oppression— for the restoration of 
stolen properly to its rightful owners — for iho enforcement of 
tltat clause ht the Dcctarafton of Independence which assorts 
** tliat all men are crcaiml e<jun!, that they arc endowed by their 
Creator with certain tnalicnablo rights, among which are life, 
liberty, and the pui^utt of happiness" — and for the insiani r«j«og- 
nition of every American born dti%en, m a countryman and 
brother!' 

Having thus briefly defined the extent of immcfUate abolition, 
it n^y bo useful to state some of its probable, nay, postttvo 
beneSts. 

It will remove the cause of bloodshed and insurrection. No 
patrols at night, no standing army, will be longer needed to keep 
the sbves m awe. The planters may dismiss their pre$ent fears, 
and sleep soimdiy ; for, by oiio act, they will have transformed 
their enemies into grateful friends and servants. 
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ft wU) give protection to tnUUons wlto are now at the mercy 
of a (q\v trresponstblo masters and drivers : eveiy man andeveiy 
woman may then find redress at !aiy. 

It tviil anniiitlaio a system of licentiousness, incest, blood and 
cruetiy. 

It will oped an immense imrkot to our mechanics and manu* 
factnrcrs ; for these two millions of free persons will need, and 
will make every exertion to obtain hats, bonnets, shoes, clothes, 
houses, lands, &c. &c., of which tliey are now to a great extent, 
and while they remain in bon(!^.ge, must ho destitute. 

It wilt afibrd facilities for educating them in morals, science 
' and literature, if Aic/i cm timr granted to them at sfocM. 

It wilt permit us to supply every one of tltem with « Bible, 
«nd bring them into the Iiouse of Omt. 

It will extinguish the fxten of division between tSe North and 
South, and make the bonds of our Union (tvhich is now held, 
by a hair, if that bo not separated at this moment) stronger titan 
chains of iron» 

It wilt enable us to'takc the one luindred thousand Infants, who 
are annually bom of s1av« p8r«int<$, tuid doomed to a life of igno- 
rance and scr«*iiude— place them in infant schools, and transfer 
them into primary and sabbath sclmols ; from these into high 
schools and Bible cla^se^ j and, hy the a^isistanRO of the Holy 
Spirit, frtnn Bible ttlas^ns into the chriniian trinirch. Tims they 
wili bftcouv omantents to society "r-capablc men, good eiitsuinS) 
devoted chtistians — instead of mere animals. 

ft will Umish the poverty of the South, reclaim her barren 
soil, and pcmr new blood into all her veins and arteries. The 
transfonwu.jon of two millions of slaves into free laborers, am- 
mated in view of ajujti recompense for their voUmtary toil, will 
renovate the whole frame of njociety. There is not a slave 
Sintc but will exhibit the fliuth of rciuniina; health, and feel a 
stronger pul?e» atuf draw n freer breaih. It is. indeed, often 
«rf,ed that the staves, tf freciU woulf! not «ork. But they, who 
t'thertsU this heliel*, cfi^re^ard the nattw of ntind. Thvx slaves, 
in ihtjsr ,pro?ent ftc^ntlsuojH lirive mtt^y no u»oiive5 for est^i'siou ; 
and men wiihowl moiives arc mer* maiihtncs, mere animals, to 
be watched and driven by physical/orce: the natural consequence 
is, they are as indolent as possibli* : kriowing that* wJiether they 
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toil much or linlCj ihe fnitis of ihoir labor will be enjoyed by 
ilscir nms(ets^ Uicy are improvident and! lazy. Tlicn comes ilw 
whip upon tbcir botlics to makt thm induitriom^ every sirolw? 
of which puis vengeance into iheir hearts, to be repaid, an eye 
for an eye, a looih for a tooth, end blow for blow, at Uic first 
favorable moment. Conipcnsaic tJiem fairly for their labor, and 
every stone in the earth would bo a magnet to attr^ict tliem. 
They would have all the hopes, and desires, and feelings of men. 
And here it is proper to refer to a wild notion which ts preva- 
lent tn this country. Many persons seem to be wonderfully 
perplexed and appalled, in view of immediate abolition. They 
talk as if the slaves, on being liberated, must be driven into il»c 
woods, or become droties or vagabonds in society. In the 
^rsi place, this expulsion is physicjtlly impracticable ; and, se* 
c^dly, the planters are ttnable to dispense with their labor. 
The liberated slaves would bo placed under wlwlesomc rcgula- 
Oc»ns, and encouraged to act well ; tljcrc would, of ntemily, be 
few changes of ir.S2tcri, ut« every tiling would go on as peace- 
.ably as in the case of the slaves in St. Domingo, who, for eight 
yesrs after their liberation, continued to work witli untiring in- 
dustry, mainiaming the utmost order, and were only roitsed to 
deeds nf violence by the aitcropi of Napoleon to reduce thcra 
again to servitude. The labor of the blacks is invaluable — the 
south cannot flourish witlwui them ; and their expulsion would 
bring great and everlasting reproach upon the American name. 

The immediate abolition of slavery will purify the churches 
at the south, which arc now red with innocent blood, and * filled 
with all unrighteousness.' It is imjwsiblc that religion should 
prosper, where the pastors and members of churches trade isi 
the souls of men. * How i$ the gold becouic dim ! Itow ts the 
most fine gold changed ! The whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint.' Now, abolish slavery, arid llu; gospel will have 
free course, run, and be gloriftett salvation will How in a cur- 
rent broad and deep ; and for a short time only can it be re- 
proachfully said tlm there exist two milliojis of slaves in a 
christian land. 

In fine, immediate abolition would save the lives of the plant- 
ers, enhance the value of tlaeir lands, promote their temporal 
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and eternal interests, and secure for them the bcnignaai smiles 
of Heaven, h wt\u\d de^iiroy tin? market for sla%*e5, and con* 
sc(|ticntly, to a ceriam ©stent, destroy the foreign slave tradui 
for when the Africajis cannot be sold, thfty will not be sldlcn. 

Wliaicvcr ignorance or delusion may aidvancc to tlic contrarj*, 
the gttili of stuveholding is nafionitl ; the evil h national ; and * « 
common evil implies a common right to apply a remedy.* Wc, 
of New-England, deeply panicipaic in the guilt of oppression, 
having early commenced enslaving the natives of Africa, and up 
to the last liour of the legality of the traflie, actively prosecuted 
the foreign slave trade. To the south wc arc now pledging our 
f physical force, in case of insurrection, and giving our co-opcr- 
■ atfion, wiiliout which ihcy could not long retain their victims in 
servitude. To the slaves, therefore, wc arc hound to m*,!;e re- ^ 
paraiion ; and no prcicxt or device can release us from our oh- ^ 
ligations. * Whoso sioppcih his cars at the cry of the poor, he 
also sliall crv himself, but sliall not be? heard.* 

The Board of Managers would solemnly proimi against the 
doctrine, Uiai stover)' concerns the south alone, and tltal llic 
people of the free Stales have no right to dentand lis removal. 
They regard it as politically and moraily false, calculated to par- 
alyjse the consciences and efforts of the people, and giving per- 
petuity to the system. It is true the people of New-England 
cannot legislate for the southern states ; tliat the national com- 
pact was so frttmed as to guarantee the legal possession of slaves ; 
and that physical interference would ba a violation of christian 
orinciples^/TBut, fo long as slaves are held in the DistHci of 
Columbia and in the Territories of the United States ; so long^ 
as ours is a reprcscniaiivc govcnuncni, subject to the will of the 
people ; so long as no efforts ate tmde to modify or repeal the 
present compact, by those who liave both ilic right and the 
power thus to do ; so long as the interests of the non-slavcliold- 
ing States arc jeoparded by the twenty-five slave votes in Con- 
gress ; so long as tnoral influence, widely and ivlscly disscrnin- 
aicd, is productive of beneficial results j so long as public opin- 
ion is the lever of national reform ; sc long as the people of 
New-England arc liable to be called upon to put dtiwn sbvo in- 
surrections at the south ; so long as there is neither tlw liberty 
of speech nor of the press, on the subject of oppression, in a 



large iwrtion of our coutury ; so lo«g as souilicm States deprive 
the colored ciiixcits of Ncw-Kngland^ who may visit them, of 
thoJr liberty sttd the rights of ciiixensljip gwaraniced to ihcm by 
the Consitiutiott of the Uwtcti States ; so long ^ri slavery mars 
the harmony, tiividies the policy, retards the prosperity, and fear- 
fully threatens the existence of the natim* ; so long as the com- 
mands of Jcstts remain binding upon all men, » Whatsoever ye 
would tiiat men sl)ould do to vou, do ve even so to them,* * TIjou 
shall love thy neighbor as thyself * ; so long as there remains 
any flesh tn our hearts, any physical or moral aHinity between 
ma nd our ctislaved bretlwen, anv love to God or man in our 
souls ; it never can be true that the people of New-England are | 
not bound to use their mond and political power to overthrow / 
\ shvcr)' in the United Staicfs. / 
^ Wiilft the Anti-Slavery Society niakcs ihc emancipation of 
all the slaves in this country the primary object of its organiza- 
tion, it mm to achieve a noble work of beneficence, in regard 
to the free people of color. The condition of this unfortunate 
class, although perceptibly improving, is eminently dcscrvinjg of 
compassion and alleviation. To cftect the repeal of these laws, 
which, in the several States, press them down to the earth, and 
exclude them from a full exercise of their rights as freemen ; to 
procttrc for them mechanical trades, aiui reputable pursuits, by 
which they may Ijecomc highly useful to thv country, atui ban- 
ish their general poverty ; to encourage ."^nd assist them in all 
laudable cttorts for their moral and intellectual improvcmcnl ; 
to provide schools, from the lowest ro the high^^fc^^ratle, for 
'^ihcir education ; atui to estcrminat'j iluiac prcj*i<Uces which now 
reign with such tyrannous sway against them ; these arc pur- 
poses, for the aceovupHshmeut of which the New-En2;fand Anti- 
Slavery Society is pledged to spare no efforts. 

The Managers consider the removal of ihc free colored pop- 
ulation of the Uniieil Slates to the coast of Africa — to a land 
of darknesis and barbarism—for the purpose of giving them lit- 
erary, scifcutific and moral advan{a'ie>r, as highly reproschfid to 
the good name and fame of lifts ^rt^ni nrtiiou, preposterous in its 
object, and palpably unjus;. This is a nhristian land ; crowded 
willi churches, schools and colleges ; the abode of science and 
the arts ; basking in the e{rul*;encf> of the Sun nf Righteous- 



ne$s ; i he asylum of llie degraded aod oppressed of oUiern«« 
lions ; renowned for its Uicrary and civil tnsttluitons ; imsess- 
ing, far heyond any other covmiry, the means of elevating Urn 
bcm,^l«cd mind of man ; and abundantly able to supply all the 
physical, iuicUcciual and religions ncccssiiics of its population. 
Now to «^^epal^8tc the free people of color to Africa, a continent 
more complcicly enveloped in gloom tl»an a«»y other, ' which is 
full of the habiiatiojis of cruelty,* and which is utterly destitute, 
in order to raise them in intelligence and dignity, is not only a 
burlcsii«c ujion moral enterprises, hut the acme of folly. The 
reason, too, which is given by the Colonization Society for this 
expulsion, is monstrous ; and as often as it is ur£;cd in any of 
its reports, or in its ofti^ial organ, or by any of its itinerants, 
should nit the readers am! hearers of the base libel with indigna- 
tion. It is— thai the American people arc so incorrigibly vile, 
so lost to all sense of shame, so far beyond rcpeniajice, so pre- 
scriptive in their fcfdin^s, so fdled with all malice, prejudice, 
and hate, that, to fhe latest generation, they will not cease to 
treat their free colored countrymen in the most tyrannous and 
dastardly ma«mer, unless they are separated by a breadth of four 
ll>o«5and miles. And in order to vindicate this ungodly spirit, 
the Managers of the American Colonisation Society, in their 
last Annual Report, utter this blasphe»>y : * The Managers con- 
sider it clear tba* 4u,ses exist, and arc operajing to prevent their 
improvement an«: v*evation tt» any considerable extent as a class, 
in this country, which are fixed, mt only btyond the ccniral of 
Uit /ri>i!«f« of hiumnityj nvr op asv ttu^tA?; foivKS, Chris- 
tianity will jiut do for ihcni here, what it will do for them in 
Africa. This is not the fatdl of the colored man, nor of Ikt 
tshiU trwn, nor of Chrisuanlty ; but «n. ordination of ProtiHcncc^ 
and no more to be changed than the hm of JVb/iirc. * 

In other words, when God shall please to make their cotn- 
plcsion like ours, then we shall bo able to cease from our Ita- 
tred, contumely and opprei»sion — a^iid noi till tficn. 

With the doctrines, principles and designs of the American 
Coloju?4iiion Society, the Ncw-England Anti-Slavery Society 
holds tio fi*Uowshij[> — viewing ihcm as utterly subversive of sound 
morality and the law of broilierly love, and calculated to inSamc 
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aiitl sircngthcri ilioso prejudices which have so loQg o|Kiraicdl 
agaiiwi Uic frco colored |K)|Hi!auott of the Unitedl Siatos. Sub- 
ttiUitog the motives of ihoscs who support the scheme of African 
ColoiuMilioii 10 ihc inspcciroit of Htm who alouc * ^carcheih the 
hem and ii-jcih the reins,* and cheerfully csoneraiing ihc|ico|4c 
of the free States, generally, from any design to persecute or 
eu,^hiv0 liic jjeopla of color in this land, the Managers proceed 
to stale, as comprehensibly as possible, some of the reasons 
which latid abolitiontsls to oppose the American Coloniswiiiow 
Society. 
They denounce and oppose it — 

I. Because (as has already been shown) il denies the power 
of the gospel to overcome prejudice, and maintains that no moral 
or educational tweaiis can ever raise the colored popvdation from 
their degradation to rcypcclabilliy and usefulness in this conn- 
try. <U By inculcating; this disgraceful doctrine, it mcttsurably 
paralyses, in the breasts of those who embrace it, all cnbris to 
improve the character and condition of this unforttmaic class.

It has been sixteen years 
in operation ; and with all its immense resources and its exceed- 
In^ popularity, it has carried oft', during that long period, only 
tht incriose of a single fortnight / More blacks are bonr eeery, 
J<ty, than it Ikis removed annually since its organisation ! The 
slave population has increased more than hailf a MtLttoK, and 
bocn^roduccd less than riVE HU?f]3!%ep by the Society, since 
the year 1816! When the Alleghany mountains can be cast 
into the sea by separate particles ; or the sun extinguished by 
drops of water ; or the ocean dried up by a sun-beam ; or the 
ravages of the gaunt King of Terror* permanently arrested by 
the cure of a sick patient ;-*!hcn, and not till then, cat* the 
American Colonization Society succeed in carrying to Africa 
the colored population of the United States. It has been weigh- 
ed in the balance, and found wanting ; and its fall is destined to 
be like that of Babylon the great. 

In view of the events of the past year, tlie Managers congrat- 
ulate the real fiiends of the colored race, both bond and free. 
One year since, tlic New-England Ami-Slavery Society com- 
menced its operations, under very discouraging circumstances . 
Its members were few — its means, trifling. It lias rapidly risen 
to a commanding rank, and is attracting general attention in 
this country. The fame of its principles neither the winds nor 
the waves of the Atlantic could drown — it has gone over to Eng- 
land, and given a strong impulse to the cause cf abolition in iliai 
country. U has brought back the response from that distin- 
guished pbilaniljropisi, James Cropper of Liverpool — * I did 
indeed feel it as a cordial to my heart to see a Society estab- 
lished within the United States, advocating tlie immediate and 
entire abolition of slavery.* 

The pecuniary ability of the Society has been small.* A 
large amount of funds is not easily acctunulatcd for any mora!

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enterprise in its infancy. Vct^ with feeble jnean?, the iSociciy 
has produced grtat results. It has constantly anploytd its pr^'- 
siding officer as nn Ag',M}i, for the jiasi six «u>nth<t, to c:o fortli 
to the jKSople, and nr^** its c laims upon th«tr charities and con- 
fidence. His iahorSj it is hditived, Uavu been extensively xbc- 
ful. Tim M.tna2;m bear honomblc lesiimony to his '/.c?aK faith- 
fulness nnd ability. Oiljcr Agents have been succcsfifully em- 
ployed for a shorter period. Five thoitsand copies of ilm 
Constitution and Address of tlic Society have been printed for 
gmtuitous distribution. A libera! purchase has been made of 
Mr. Garrison's * Thoughts on African (Jobni/^ation,' for a sim- 
ilar purpose. Thy Society has elieclcd the cniancipation of a 
young slave boy in tliis city, liy a suit at law.* It is now making 
strenuous cxi^rtions for the establishment of a Maiuial Labor 
School, for the education of Colored Vonth, and wiil probably 
attain its object. It ha-s efr.jcfed the converjiion of a mtd- 
titudc of mind> to the tiocirine of immediate abolition, and sjiven 
a wide and sahitary check to the progress of the Colonization 
Society. It has dune more to nuike slavery a subjt^ct of na- 
tional investigation, to excite discussion, and to n^a«ntai«i the 
freedom of speech on a hitherto prolitbiiud theme, than all 
other soctctit^ now in operation. It lias been eminently ser- 
viceable in encouraging the free colored population, in various 
places, to go forward in paths of improverncnt, ntul orj;anize 
themselves into moral and benevolent a;>s«ciaiions. It hasctjui- 
menccd a monthly periodiral, with the cN:prc<sivc title of ' Thk 
AaoLlTl«.^"^ST,* fur the purpose of vindlraiin^ its principles, and 
promotin,5 the various objects whitrh it h.is in view. It is now 
lavine the tixc at the root of ihti tree of ^.lav.'rv in ihi> rounirv : 
and though som*; may stantl afar off and mock, and cUnn their 
ears to the soimd of i!."* bUnv<, and chnnand <?vid!?nri* of it< i'?i3- 
ciencv, seeins th>.' tree ha^ not v*;t falhrn ; Virt in due lime this 
Bolton Up.ns shall be prostrat»?d, tii h were iti tlie twinUiui, of 
an eve, and c^ju^umctl to ashc?«i.

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An Auxiliary Society has been formed in the Theological Sem- 
inary at Aiidovcr. A society, based upon the same principles, 
\m$ also been formed in Hudson College, Ohio, under the a«5- 
picc<j of the President and Professors ; and also a kindred asso- 
ciation in Lynn, Massachiiscus. Other societies, it is expected, 
will be speedily organised in Portland, Providence, Bath, Ilal- 
lowell, Now-Havco, and other places. Tiie light which lias 
burst forth so auspiciously in the West, is the harbinger of a 
mighty victory. 

In closing ihctr Report, tljc Managers would earnestly and 
feelingly conjure aboliiiouisis in this country to maintain their 
ground, firmly and confulently. The controversy is not, in fact, 
between tijcm and the opp,-cssors of their fellow men, hut he- 
twecti these oppressors and Jehovah. Tiicir cause is based 
upon the immutable principles of justice and righteousness, 'l 
must prevail. Let hili reliance he placed upon the promise* of 
llim who has said that he will maintain the cause of ihft itiVicied 
and the right of the puor ; let every thing be done that may aud 
should be done ; let the heart be inspired bttt by one principle 
— love to God and love to man; lt;i aboUfitm societies bo t*s- 
lablishcd in every town and village* in the free states ; and the 
speedy cmancipauon of the slaves is .<urc. 

The blood of the miirums who have perished unredressed hi 
this guilty land ; iha sutUjrings and lamentations of the millions 
who vet rcmaiii in cruel servitude the groans and supplications 
of bleetltng Africa ; the cries of the suffering victims in the holds 
of the slave-ships now wafietl upon the ocean ; the threatcnings 
and judgments of the God of ail ilcsh ; all demand the utter and 
immediate annihilation of slavery.

The Legislmure of Louistana ]m enacted ilmt whosoever 
shall make use of language, in any pubilc discourse, frcm the 
bar, the bench, the putptt, the stage, or in any other place wliai- 
M>e%«cr shall make me of language, in any private discottrses, or 
shall make tee of signs or actions having a tendency to produce 
discontent among the colored population, shall suffer imprison- 
ment at.l^rd Jal^r, not less tlian three years, nor more ?lian 
twunty.one years, or oeath, at the discretion of the court ! ! 
It has also prohibited the instruction of the blacks in Sabbath 
Schools -~$300 penalty for the fn^t offence — death for the sec- 
ond ! ! The Legislature of Virginia lias passed a bill which 
subjects all free negroes who slialT be convicted of remaining in 
the commonwealth contrary to law, to the liability of Uing sold 
btf the $k€riS All meetings of free negroes, at any school'house 
or meetinghouse, for teacning them reading or %vriiing, are de- 
clared an unlawful assembly ; and it is tnade the duty of any 
justice of the peace to issue his warrant to enter the hottse where 
such unlawful assemblage is held, for the purpose of apprehend- 
ing or dispersing such free negroes. A fine is to be imposed on 
ever}' while person who instructs at such meetings. All eman- 
cipated slaves, who shall remain more than twelve months, con- 
trary to law, shall revert to the executors as assets. Laws have 
been passed in Georgia iind North Carolina, imposing a hcavv 
lax or imprisonment oa cvcsy free person of color who shall 
come tnio their pons in the capacity of stewards, cooks, or sea- 
men of onv vessels belonging to the non-slaveholding States. 
The Legislature of Tennessee luts pai$sed an act forbtddtrtg free 
bhicks from coming into the State to rcmab more iimi twenty 
days. Tjie jpenalty is a fine of from ten to fifty dollati^, and con- 
ftnemeni in the pentientiasy from one to two years. Double the 
highest penalty is to be innicied after the first oficnce. The 
act also prohibits manumission, without an immediate removal 



I.;, iiich no free negro or muTafto is allowed to emigrate to, or 
settle in the Slate, under the penalty of fifty dollars for every 
week's residence therein ; and if he refuse or neglect to pay 
. ssich fine, he shall be ci. mmtttttd lo jail and sold by the sheriff 
••»t public sale ; and no person shall employ or liarbor him, under 
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tht penally of twenty dollars for c\*cr)' day he sltall he so cm* 
ployed > lured or liarborcd ! It is not lawful for any free blacks 
to attend any raeeiings for religious purposes, unless ctwjducied 
by a ithita licensed or ordained preacher^ or some respectable 
while person duly authorised ! All free colored persons resi- 
ding in the Stale, are compelled to register their names, ages, 
Stc. &.C. ; and if any negro or mulatto shall remove from the 
State, and remain witlioui the limits thereof for a space longer 
limn thirty consecutive days, unless before leaving the State he 
deposits with the clerk of the county in which he rc'stdes, « itrit' 
ten staitmtnt ofhh objtct in doing *o, and his intention of reiuro- 
ing agai«, or unless he shall have been detained by sickness or 
coercion, of tpAicA h& shall hrin^ a certijtcattf he slmll be regard- 
ed as a resident of another State, and be sulyccf, if he return, to 
the penalties imposed by the foregoing provisions upon free ne- 
groes and mulaiioes of another State, migrating to Maryland I 
u is not lawful for any person or persons to purchase of any free 
ne^gro or mulatto any articles, unless he produce a certificate from 
« joslicc of the peace, or three rcsjrectablc persons residing in 
his neighborhooa, that he or they liave reason to believe, and do 
believe, that sitch free negro or mulatto ca«nc hottcsily and bona 
fide into possession of any such articles so olTcrcd for sale !

Cask or Frahcisco, A kut**sts corjpm was brought against 
Mrs. Howard, a lady who had resided in the Isbnd of Cuba, in 
order to have the body of Francisco, a colored boy 12 or 14 
years of age, (whom it was alleged that the defendant intended 
to carry to the Island of Cuba, and there keep or sell as a slavc,> 
brought before the Court. 

The defendant, in her return to the hahffs corpiis, stated iu 
writing, tlmt the boy Francisco was hersertrant, that ho was free, 
and that she did not cbim htiti as a skve, and submitted herself 
to such order in the premises as the Court might see fit to ntakc. 

To contradict this reiun^, several wiuiesscs were produced, 
who proved that Mrs. Howard purchased Francisco as a slave, 
that she had held him as a slave at Havana, and had brought 
him Willi her from tljcncc to this country, i\m she tnteiidcd to 
carry hint back to Havana, and that she'had spoken of him since 
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s)m bad been here, as her slave, her property, &c,, and imd cx* 
hibitcd greni atixit'iy Ic-ji he jjhouUI be lakon away from her while 
in ihw couniry. The cvjtliiucK was Mrong lo show ihai Mrs. 
Howard uifcutlcci, or hat! ituended tiniil this hfibeas torjms was 
broMglu, lo ckim him as her slave in Haraja, on her return ihcrc. 

On behalf of Mrs. Howard, evidence was produced lo prove 
thai ihc boy was very mitrJi aiiached lo her, and she lo him ; 
that she had treated hini with great ki«>dnes5, and had no design 
to hm ; anil that before leaving the IJavana, she was admon- 
ished that he would become free on being brought into this 
countr)', and that tho boy preferred going with her to remaining 
here. 

Citrtisi on behalf of Mrs. !!oward, contended, ih« the court 
ought not to deprive her of the care of a boy, whom she had 
trcavGd kindly^ and who was auachcd to her, an«l desirou* of 
going; witij her ; that the boy was free, and wouUl still coniiiutc 
to be free, on goins; to Havana ; thni his attiual condition wotdd 
probably be bfltr^r , if ho went with Inn-, ih.nn If he kept in 
fhisE conniiy ; and her coustseJ furiiier stated thai she was per- 
fectly wiUin^:; to have the <pi«>tion. whether or not the boy shotdd 
go with her, left to hh own decision. In support of this course, 
he cii«d a ca<o decided by Chancellor Kent, and another by the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts, in the matter of a 
%vrit of halfctis corpus^ directed to the society of Shakers, lo re- 
lieve a youns; person detained by tliem. The counsel also de- 
tticd i!ie authority of the court to interfere in a ca>e where the 
respondent exercised no restraint over the person of the minor, 
and the minor hinnelf made no complaints of restraint or detain- 
ment, but rcniaincil with the respondent of his own free will. 

Scteatt, on the other side, urijed that Francisco, on beins; 
brotishi into Ma^jiachuscits, becap"!; frer: ; that it was evidently 
Mrs. Howartl's intention to make hisn a slave a^ain, when she 
arrived at !!avana; that ho was entitled to the same prott^ction 
of the court as any other free person in ^^as!^achtls«;^ls ; and 
that the court ought to interfere to prcser^'o mm from slavery. 
His aJfcciion for ^frs. Howard, andhrs desire of e;oing with her, 
were no surtlcieni reasons for sendin* him to a place where he 
would inevitably be tleprivcd of his freedom. And the covmsel 
rcc|uestcd, that as Francisco was too younj^ to detcr*ninc what 
was for his interest, the court would appoint a guardiait to act 
for hiin in the case. 

Shaw, C. J., after exanuning Francisco privately, and ascer- 
taining tliai it was his desire lo co with Mrs. Howard, delivered 
an opinion, of which the following is a very imperfect sketch. 

The qtiesiion before the court is one of great importance. 
The writ of Imym rnrpus is ijucndcd for the protection of per- 
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sonalliberiy. If Mrs, Ilowanl, m her return to thn wnl» hadl 
c!atn»<jtl ihe boy as a slavtr, I ,slu)i)lti have ortlercd htm io be 
discharged froitJ her ctisunly. But it appears from her return 
to the writ, that «;he docs u»>t chrun him as a «t)avo. The hoy, 
by the law of Massariuu'-'ctt.s i>' in fact free; and Mrs. Howard 
having, by her return to the writ, disciaime<l to hold him as a 
slave, has made a record of his freedom, and cannot make hirn 
a slave a^in in the Island of Ctdia. 

The evidence shows tliai up to a very recent period, she in- 
tended to claim him as a slave on carrying; him hack to Havana. 
But after the disclaimer which she luis made in her return, ouE;hi 
the Court to interfere to prevent the boy from s^oina; to Cuba 
with her, merely because he will be in mortj danger of beins^ 
made a slave there, than if he was reiaintnl in this State ? I 
thitdc not. t kntiw t»f n« preccder.t of a guardian «</ litem being 
appointed in a case of this kind. The C()tirt must act as the 
boy's guardian. He appears t<» be aitacht-d to Mrs. Howard, 
and to be desirous of jjnina; with her. and I think ii is for his in- 
terest to be allowed to do so, if he pleaHo^. He can therefore 
go with her or not as he chooses. Ami all persims will be pro- 
hibiled from interfering or aiiemplin?i by force to prevent him 
from going with her, if such contnuies Ins wish. — Jifston .'Itks.

The Committee appointed to intjuire into tijc slate of the 
Foreign ««</ Domcsik .V/nt'C 7V««/c, most rcspcctfuUy stdnnii the 
following; report : 

Notwitlistanding the prohibition of the African slave trade by 
the laws and treaties of all nations, it appears, by the reports of 
British cruisers who have within the la-Ji year captured a ntnnbcr 
of vessels freighted with African slaves,' that the trade is still 
prosecuted with tmab.itt-d rvj^nr ; and ihousatuis are annually 
stolen away from their homes in Africa, antl tninsporied across 
the ocean, to supply those ( -hristian nmrkets where men, wonten 
and children are bought and soltl like brute beasts ; fully dijuion- 
sirating that so long as there is a ntarkei for human beings, laws, 
treaties and navies, aided by the power of numd and christian 
influence, are instdlicicnt to restrain the avarice oT wicked men 
from tearing from their pctircfnl homes those hapless viciints of 
their cupidity, and consigning them to a life of bereavement, 
mourinng and wo. 

U can hardly be suppc^ed that the statistics of an illicit trade 
can be very accurately ascertained ; but it is universally admit- 
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te<l lUai the dcniand for slave?, in iho yet ungluitcd mam of 
christian states and colonies, \m caused the trade to be prose- 
cuted with as mucti severity and rigor since m legal prohibition 
as before. And it \$ contrary to all experience to suppose thai 
it can ever be abolished, btii by abolislnng the market. 

Appalling as is the contcmplaiion of the wickedness^ cruelty 
and sufrarings atifjndanl on f Iw ^Q/rkan slave trade, we turn with 
deeper horror to the countless woes and more aggravated crimes 
of the ^Qmcrkan slave trade. Here, where * the trade in slaves 
and sowls of men ' is legalized, and counted honorable, we have 
more correct data for siaitstical calculation. 

One sixth |rari of the people of the United Slates of Aincdca 
arc held as property, and regarded as articles of commerce ! 

One hundred thousand children, annually bom in the United 
Stales, arc raised like cattle, to be sold and transferred from one 
owner to another, without any regard to their will or welfare ! 

When a slaveholder dies, his men, women and children are 
appraised and sold, and there is witnessed one of those heart- 
rending scenes of huntan agony, which may be better conceived 
than described in wor<b. The miserable viciin?s of this inhuman 
system arc brought to the stand, one by one, and each separate- 
Iv knocked otT to the highest bidder. Husbands are separated 
from their wives, parents from children, friend from friend, and 
lover from lover, and every endearing tic of nature and affeciion 
iff most unfeelingly sundered, causing the heavens to resound 
with their cries and their groans. And it is not only at the death 
of a slaveholder that these scsncs of anguish and despair are wit* 
ncssed ; for * the fyado in slaves and sotds of n^en ' is one of the 
most extensive branches of commerce in our couutry, and prob- 
ably amounts to tteeniy inilUom of dollars in a year. Men sell 
tljcir o«n cMldrcn, and their brothers and sisters; and every 
day in which the light of h<?avcn shines upon our guilty lands 
docs it ^viiness the image of God exposed at public sale, and 
that, too, by men who would bo offended were wc to call tlicm 
cannibals. Even in the District of Columbia, under the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of the general government of the Republic, men 
and women, whose only crime is thai they are descended from 
African parents, are sold to inland pirates, who purchase tiiettn 
for the western market. 

!r th<j contcmplaiion of these things, wc arc comjiolled lo ex- 
claim, — Oh, America ! how long shall it prove a misfortune and 
a «urse to a portion of thy children, iliai their ancestors were 
not pcfmttied to remain in a land of heathens How long, in 
litis Christian land, shall these unfortimate people be regarded as 
?tiercljandtsc, and be denind i!»ai instniction which is essential 
for rstional, intelli.%t'nt and imniortal souls ? 
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May 'Jbo Christian churches in our land speedily clear their 
skirls of iho stain of blood { May they wake hasic to put twaj 
from them this abomination, wliicli Ims so long obstructed their 
progress, and obscured their glory ; iliat the glad voices of ran« 
somed miHions may unite wjili tliosc who lovo ther Lord, in as- 
cribing unto Htm, who, with a mighty liand and ouistreicbed 
arm, oeUvered Israel from tlje house of bondage, the praise of 
having, iii like manner, delivered his children from oppression in 
this guilty land !

!i lias caused mo deep regret to see thy tiamo amongst those 
of timpy well-tfied friends of humaiuty as 5up|K>riers of the 
American Coloatxattou Socieiv ; though I am not surprised that 
many under the mask of a volnntary and prosperous settlement 
of free hiack-t on the cot!,ii of Africa — a measure in which every 
friend of humanity must rejoice— -Itavc been led to support a 
schcme» the nature and ellects of which are of a very different 
character* 

!n judging of this scheme, we ous^hi never to lose sight of two 
facts with respect to the enslaved Africaiu in the United States, 
sn wliich the enormities of tljai free country have e?:ceededi 
those of any other. The first is, that slaves arc regularly bred 
for sale. The sccondj that, in many of the States, the laws 
aftccting free blacks arc of so violently persecuting a character 
as to compel those who obtain their liberty to leave those States. 
Froni the former of these causes, instances must often occur, 
(from Uic state of morals in slave countries,) of fathers selling 
their own children ! ! From the latter has originated the Colo- 
nijiation Society ; it arose out of those ^^rcjudiccs against color, 
and is a direct attempt to extend the same principle to trans- 
portation. 

Why are slaveholders so anxion*? to scr.d away free people of 
color Because ihu'ir slnve institutions wouUI be endangered 
by the competition of rcspcctablx! free black laborers ; and they 
dread still more ihcir cdtication and advanremeni in science. If 
they were dtisirous of serviiig the free blacks, ihey would in- 
struct them at hamc, (not nftic of thcni; but every one that they 
send,) and not send them in ignorance to a barbcrous cotnitr)'. 

To this real scheme of iraa«jporti!i2; ih«J people of color a 
professed one is attached, for thc 'uhimate exiinciion of slavery, 
by the transportation of the whole bl.ick popubiion to the coast 
tit Africa ; and we arc gravely told that one hundred thousand 
.*:!«ivcs are ready to be given up» if means can be found of sending 
them to Africa ! A most extraordinary statement, and one for 
ivhich I believe there is no foundation, in either fact or proba- 
bility. Can it be believed that the slaveholders of the United 
States are ready to give up their jproperty, worth at least Jist 
miliioni sterling 9 — a liberality unheard of since the foundation 
of the world. In all the rest of the United States, enottgh to 
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pj? iho expense of their einigraiton cannot be raised, and hence 
ii 1$ SQUghi^ for in England. If there was any iruih in iliis won- 
derful s!a{cnient» we mu5i all of us Imvc been sadly deceived 
about the debasing cffccis of slavcholding on the minds of Uiose 
engaged in it. No other occupation ever produced such cxira- 
ordtnary liberality. 

It would be interesting to know to what class these raen be- 
long. Is it the practice of selling their own children which has 
produced this extraordinary effect ? Or are these men amongst 
the slave buyers, who mirchase them for no other purpose than 
to give thera their freedom so soon as the nicans of sending them 
to Liberia can be found ? Is it not strange indeed, that any 
man can be bold enoiigti to n.ike assertions so obviously at va- 
Hamce with truth To whatso.n-cr extent dws transjiortatT-rn of 
slaves was carried, llie slavehold«4^ l:iow that the price c** .nose 
slaves which remained would be enhanced, and their condition 
embittered^ by the removal of all hopes of liberty, so precious 
to the human soul. The free colored people being kept few and 
poor, will be prevented from rising, by fair competion, to the 
e^ual rank and honor to which that contpctition naturally con- 
ducts, when not marred in its progress by some such scheme as 
ih© American Colonistation Society. No wonder tliat» with the 
exce|}tion of some who do not imtlcrsiand the plan, the planters 
are friendly to the colonization scheme. Bui the free people of 
color are opposed to this scheme. They have committed no 
crime^ and do not like to be transported and su0er the highest 
penalty of the law next to death. 

To whatever extent the United Slates expatriate their cotton 
cultivators, they destroy one of the chief smews of their own 
prosperity, and increase the temptation to other Statt.*» «o renew 
the slave trade by fresh importations. The whole revenue of 
the United States, for thirty years to come, woulc be rec|uircd 
to purchase the slaves, and to transport them and the free blacks 
to Africa. Such an idea as the extinction of slavery by means 
of the Colonization Society can never luive been seriously con- 
templated. No I psrpetmtionf and not txtinciion of statcry^ i| 
its object ! 

The first command ever given to man was — * Bo fruitful and 
tsulliply.' Who can doubt that it is for his interest to obey this 
and every other command of God But in no case is it so 
roanifssi as when in n state of slavery. The value of men, as 
of evcrj' other commodity, is governed by their plenty or scar- 
city ; where they are so abundant that parishes are willing to 
pay the expenses of emigration to get rid of them, there must bo 
an end of slavery. Evt /y increase of nunibers tcnd,<, whilst it 
is a proof of better treatment, to promote the nutigation and final 
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esiincUon of slavery ; and it must be odmiueci that the Ameri- 
cans evittc© this proof of bfiiicr treainiem. 

The slaves in the United States liave raplJliy increased, and 
this increase lias been highly beneficial to the cause of humanity. 
Ii is estimated thai they have increased since ISOS, (liie time of 
boili our and their abolition of the slave trade,) from 1,130,000 
to 2,010,000, and ihey have more than trebled the growth of 
cotton since ih* peace of 1814, and liave reduced its prico to 
one tliird of wliai it Utcn was, Ujough the Brazils, with all their 
slave trading, l»ave only added one fetmh pan to their growth of 
cotton in tne same time. Hence it is plain, that if there lias 
been ai^y increase in ilie cotton cultivators of Brazils, few or m 
slaves can have been im|)orted for its cultivation. May we not 
then say that the increase of ihe slave population of the United 
States Ijas done more ilian all our enormous expenditure for the 
suppression of the African stave trade ? 

It cannot but be interesting to thco to know what would liave 
been the effect of a siuular increase in the English West Indian 
slaves. ^ Had they increased in the same proportion as those of 
the United States (since the abolition of the slave trade) tlieir 
numbers would have been 728,317 more tliaa slicy now are, 
which, if employed in the cultivation of sugar, would have been 
suiicient to liave producc4 an increase of 240,000 tons annually, 
whilst all the slave trading of the Brazils and Cuba and the French 
colonies have only added 115,000 tons to their growth. Such 
an increase of sugar would have greatly reduced its price, and 
consequently the price of slaves, and tlicreby liavc destroyed 
the slave trade for the growth of sugar, as it has long since ox* 
tingtiished tliai for the pultivaiion of indigo, and more recently 
for ibe growth of cotton. 

The disguise is now removing, and the real tendency of the 
Society is oecoming apparent. A bill was reported to House 
of Delegates of Virginia, for sending the free blacks away by 
force ; but tlicugh this compulsory clause was rejected, it is ad- 
ded that seireral otljer motions were -. mde, and decided by ma- 
jorities \<?hich amply proved the detormsnation of the House, to 
adopt some measure for the removal of the free blacks. These 
legislators adroit that tlic free blacks will not leave tlie land with- 
out some sort of force j which may cither be absolute, or by 
rcjidering ilieir situation absolutely intolerable. 

Great injury lias been done to the cause of negro emancipa- 
tion by the encouragement which the agent of this most diabol' 
icttl scheme has received from the sariction of thy name. The 
term diabolical b not too severe ; for never did Satan, with more 
success, transform himself into an angel of light, than in the gloss 
which has covered its deformities. 



Those persecuted free blncks view the whole nlan with die 
Qbhorrcnco which 1$ justly <luc h, anil with which we should 
view a plon of general iransportaiion from the land of our na. 
tiviiy. The «Iavc-owncr$ ore its odvocnics and supporteni. 
Surety the name of Clarbon will be withdrawn from the ranks 
of the oppressors, and will he found, as ii has cveryei been, 
anjongst the friends of iho unprcsscd African race. 

Lei US repair the injury which has been done on both sides 
of iho water by iliis unholy connection between slaveholders 
and philanthropists; for since this scheme has been on foot, its 
deadening influence on the energies of the friends of humanity 
in {ho United States has been most manifest. 

Let there no longer be any doubt which side is taken by the 
philanthropists of England. Let them declare their deep feel* 
mg of sympathy with these sorely persecuted and oppressed 
people ; and such an example will be followed in the if. States, 
where the friends of humanity will hasten to leave the ranks of 
the oppressors, and the tmm of jiiistico will again flourish.
